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A  SIGNIFICANT  TELEGRAM 
On  Dec.  22nd,  the  American  Relief  Adminis¬ 
tration,  New  York,  wired  Corresponding  Secre¬ 
tary,  J.  F.  Love,  as  follows: — 

"Please  transmit  Love,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
Baptist  Committee  from  Olll,  'Urgent,  send  food 
drafts  for  suffering  adult  Baptists  American  Re¬ 
lief  Administration  work  mainly  for  children. 
If  possible,  wire  me  through  American  Relief 
Administration,  New  York,  several  thousand 
drafts" 

The  above  telegram  is  significant.  It  shows 
that  In  addition  to  the  great  suffering  among 
Children,  our  Baptist  people  are  suffering  not 
only  for  clothing,  which  Southern  Baptists  are 
sending  In  liberal  quantities  but  for  food.  This 
food  can  be  purchased  only  as  the  Board  receives 
special  offerings  with  whlah  to  buy  It.  A-  note 
from  the  Relief  Administration,  covering  the 
telegram  says,  "If  you  desire  to  send  a  food 
remittance  to  Mr.  Oil),  we  will  be  happy  to  cable 
It  for  you.  Food,  as  you  know,  will  be  delivered 
at  cost  in  Russia.” 

We  have,  therefore,  a  perfect  arrangement  for 
handling  this  relief,  money  sent  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  for  this  purpose  can  be  cahJed 
to  Dr.  Everett  0111,  the  Board’s  representative 
in  Moscow,  without  expense  to  the  Board,  and  he 
can  there  buy  food  at  ooet  to  the  American  Re¬ 
lief  Administration  and  deliver  It  promptly  to 
our  starving  brethren  and  sisters.  We  think  we 
do  not  need  to  add  anything  to  this  appeal.  *

In  what  1B  called  the  Kokura  field,  there 
are  ten  cities  ranging  from  tB.iuo  to  113, 000 
Inhabitants.  Five  of  these  cities  «ch  have  above 
50,000  inhabitants.  In  this  field  qre  four  cuurch- 
es.  It  will  be  necessary  to  pnore  than  double 
this  number  if  we  should  bant  one  in  every 
city.  Mrs.  Rowe  has  had  recently  laid  u^on  her 
the  responsibility  ot  organizing  Lhe  new  school 
for  girls,  which  Is  to  be  opened  next  April.  A 
fine  campus  of  fifteen  acres  onj  a  hill  on  .the 
outskirts  of  Kokura  has  been  bought,  and  the 
crests  of  two  hills  are  being  leveled  in  prep¬ 
aration  for  buildings  soon  to  bb  erected.  Mrs.

SOME  SI  OGESTIONH  C  ONCERNING  THE 
MATCHLESS  EVIL 

About  forty  eight  years  ago.  the  writer  be¬ 
came  a  Bapti't  preacher  When  a  country  boy 
twenty  yearg  old.  In  the  r'pfy  beginning  of  my 
ministry  1  was  Impressed  with  the  fact  that 
the  drink  habit  and  the  liquor  traffic  were  a 
menace  to  the  temporal,  eijtrltual  and  eternal 
welfare  of  many  of  the  peaplle. 

During  all  these  years,  while  I  have  not  made 
a  hobby'  of  the  subject,  yet  I  have  tfled  to  throw 
the  full  weight  of  my  example  and  Influence 
neain  t  the  evil;  and  when  occasions  seemed  to 
require  It.  I  have  not  fatted  to  trjr  to  declare 
from  the  pulpit  the  whole  Counsel  of  God  con¬ 
cerning  It. 

Although  I  am  now  “laid  oh  the  shelf”  be¬ 
cause  of  advancing,  age  and  bodily  afflictions, 
vet  I  still  have  a  desire  to  do  or  say  something 
that  rriav  be  used  of  God  to  help  stay  the  tide 
■of  lawlessness  and  outrageous  wickedness  that 
*ls  flooding  the  country.  So  I  would  suggest: 

1.  Effectual  fervent  praywr.  If  ever  there  was 
a  time  when  Christian  people  everywhere  should 
pray  for  the  delivers noe  of  our  beloved  country 
from  the  curse  of  the  blind  tiger,  the  moon¬ 
shiner,  the  bootlegger,  th*  shinny  dealer,  th* 
white  lightning  vendor  ahd  the  rum  runner 
that  time  t„  NOW. 

Surely  Christian  people  do  not  realise  th* 
enormity  of  the  eyll  that  te  abroad  In  the  land. 
If  mad  dogs  were  roaming  the  eoqntrf.  biting 
many  of  the  people  and  threatening  many  more; 
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it  mere  were  dens  of  rattlesnakes  all  aDout;  if 
the  fearful  disease  of  small  pox  was  raging  In 
many  communities;  if  the  torch  of  the  Inclndlary 
was  being  applied  here  and  there  to  the  homes 
and  other  property  of  many  of  the  people;  and 
If  there  seemed  to  be  no  way  of  deliverance  from 
these  terrible  evil*,  surly  the  peoplb  would  be 
concerned  for  their  safety  and  would  call  upon 
God  for  help.  If  the  outlaws  referred  to  above 
are  permitted  to  continue  their  nefarious  bus¬ 
iness  It  will  result  in  far  greater  harm  than  the 
evil)  Just  mentioned.  The  bite  of  the  mad  dog 
and  the  rattlesnake,  the  sufefring  caused  by  the 
loathsome  disease  of  small  pox.  the  property 
loss  occasioned  by  the  torch  of  the  lncmdiary, 
affect  only  the  body  and  thp  temporal  interests 
of  their  victims.  While  the  use  of  Intoxicants 
affects  both  the  body  and  the  soul;  It  makes  Its 
victims  miserable  both  In  time  and  eternity. 

Let  those  who  dwell  In  the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High  and  who  abide  under  the  shadow 
of  the  Almighty,  fall  not  to  plead  constantly 
and  earnestly  for  the  abatement  of  this  evil. 

2.  I  would  suggest  that  all  lovers  of  right¬ 
eousness  co-operate  j  in  every  way  possible  to 
create  a  healthy  public  sentimnet  against  law¬ 
lessness  In  all  Its  forms;  and  especially  against 
illlct  liquor  business;  as  it  is  the  cause  of  more 
crime  than  any  othe^  one  thing.  Let  pastors  and 
laymen,  Christian  ^omen,  and  boys  and  girls 
everywhere,  who  have  the  true  welfare  of  the 
country  at  heart  jhrow  the  full  weight  of 
their  example  and  Influence  against  this  murky 
tide  of  evil.  I  will  suggest  a  way  by  which  a 
great  many  readers  of  the  Record  can  help,  if 
they  will,  with  but  little  trouble  or  expense  to 
themselvei.  When  there  Is  something  especially 
good  on  the  subject,  like  Bro.  A.  J.  Linton’s 
great  address  In  last  week's  Issue.  Instead  of 
destroying  the  paper  .after  reading  It,  as  so 
many  do.  mark  the  iJlece  and  mall  the  paper  to 
someone  who  does  not  take  It,  and  who  perhaps 
Is  not  In  sympathy '  with  the  temperance  move¬ 
ment.  Jui  think  of  what  mtght  be  tne  result 
If  many  would  do  this,  not  only  In  Mississippi, 
but  In  all  the  states,  and  not  only  by  Baptists 
but  by  member,  of  other  denominations.  1 
wish  that  our  good  editor  might  have  tne  time 
to  pass  this  suggestion  bn  In  some  way  to  all 
the  papers  of  eyerv  faith  In  sll  the  land.  It 
might  do  more  than  we  think  to  help  mould 
public  sentiment  on  1  this  vital  subject. 

2.  Let  the  boys  and  young  men.  middle  aged 
and  old  men,  everywhere  .have  the  holy  courage 
to  say  No  and  MRAN  It.  when  tempted  to 
drink  the  stuff,  or  to  assist  In  Its  mknufacture 
or  sale.  Every  right  t|hlnklng  one  know,  tha,  Its 
effects  are  .‘evil  and  only  evil  continually"  The 
writer  knew  two  men  In  the  community  where 
he  was  brought  up,  who  operated  a  still  and  sold 
and  drank  the  output,  and  both  of  them  had  to 
go  to  Texas  to  keep  out  of  the  clutches  of 
the  law.  One  of  them  was  killed  In  a  dufrlculty 
soon  after  he  got  there,  while  the  other  Is 
thought  to  have  died  from  the  effects  of  the 
liquor  he  had  been  jdrlnklng.  No  good  of  any 
kind,  and  no  permanent  gain,  as  a  rule,  comes 
to  those  who  engage  In  this  low  down  business.

This  means 
that  he  will  be  anxious  about  \f hat  they  read. 
Suppose  yon  ask  them  next  Sunday  about  what 
they  have  been  reading.  See  |f  thiy  are  up-toslate 
In  the  affairs  of  the  Kingdom  ;by  learning  If 
they  have  been  reading  the  Rajpitsi  Record.  Those 
who  have  not  been  reading  jwillll  get  the  benefit 
of  the  reading  of  others,  ang  wit  be  themselves 
stimulated  to  read.  Suppose,  wfe  j^ut  on  some

Having  spent  the  pas|t  fifteen  months  In  New 
York,  getting  as  mucli  of  the  language  and 
learning  aa  much  of  Die  country  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  as  possible,  I  am  very  happy  to  have  re¬ 
ceived  the  ijrivilego  of  being  appointed  aa  the 
first  representative  of  Southern  Baptists  In  Rus¬ 
sia.  I  expect  to  sail  from  New  York  Immediately 
after  Christmas,  to  havb  charge  of  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  clothing  naked  for  by  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

I  would  like  (o  make  a  special  appeal  to  the 
people  of  our  own  home  stake  In  behalf  of  this 
ministry  of  r^Uo).

It  was  my  privilege  to 
coaie  to  thlg  country  in  the  company  of  a  fine 
Kroup  of  young  people  who  were  on  .their  way 
to  Bra  ail,  Argentine  and  Chile  to  become  for¬ 
eign  missionaries.  I  thank  Ood  for  the  inspira¬ 
tion  of  acquaintance  and  association  with  them 
and  I  feel  sure  that  each  of  them  will  no  a 
gredt  work  for  Christ  in  their  chosen  field 
of  labor. 

i  Those  of  us  who  came  nut  for  the  work  In 
South  Brasil,  seven  in  number,  are  gt  present 
In  Rio  studying  the  language  and  we  are  hav¬ 
ing  a  time  with  it  too.  One  of  the  number  said 
that  she  thought  when  she  came  to  Brasil  she 
would  be  through'  with  going  to  school — “But 
here  we  are  In  a  language  school."  After  we 
have  had  about  ail  months  study  here  Mias 
West  will  go  to  Victoria,  to  which  field  she 
was  appointed  by  the  board  last  June;  Miss 
Hawkins  is  to  work  at  Campos;  Misses  Ayers 
and  Neel  are  to  have  the  English  work  In  the 
Colleeio  Raptlsa  here  in  Rio,  while  Bro.
